This duty is 
altogether outside the fixed days of

This would give them _just 
the right amount of money to meet the 
school expenditure. For other pur. 
there might be a balance of 
$1,000. Of course all these calculations 
had to be made under varying condi- 
lions upon which it was very difficult 
to figure with any very great accuracy. 
To a certain extent that made the esti- 
mate a rough one, but so far as the 
actual state of affairs with the year im- 
mediately passed was concerned the 
executive bad come within $1,000 
or so,which would not be very much on 
a total expenditure of about $115,000. 
They encouraged the employment of 
a better class of teachers by offering a 
slightly increased inducement to schools 
to employ teachers holding a higher 
grade certificate. The attendance grant 
would go in a much fairer proportion to 
the small schools. The old system 
made it impossible for the large major- 
ity of the smaller schools to participate 
in the grant. The inspection grant 
was a direct inducement to schools to 
keep up the acquirements of a teacher 
who would show good progress, and it 
would be on that heading more than 
any other heading that the grant would 
be distributed.
